drivers. That in general they labour under no 
natural impediment diiqualiryinn them from 
discharging in a proper manner either or theae 
.pffitea, eepedalcy- the [wo first, is evident to all 
those whn have had much eiperience amongst 
them, Some trouble must be taken with them 
at first, no doubt ; but they are apt at compre. 
heading the dutie i of shepherds and hutkeepers, 
frith which indeed the daily life of numbers of 
tribes living remote from towns has made them 
nuniliu from their youth upwards. 

Perseverance jnd patient attention have dis- 
ciplined the eboriginal into a tolerable trooper, 
and there is no reason to doubt that an infinitely 
leu amount of instruction would toon qualify 
him to discharge the humble offices to 
which 1 have alluded. Hut I am afraid 
bo pains have been taken tu impart Lhis 
instruction, or to make labour attractive! to the 
poor black-fellow, by allowing him a regular re- 
muneration, with the necessary clothing and 
food. Where this has been done, his services 
have been turned to considerable account, I. art 
Reason, a squatter in the north boasted that the 
greater part of the work on his establishment 
was performed by black -fellows. They shep- 
herded, watched, and washed his sheep. And 
with regard to this latter operation, he stated 
that ho never had it so well performed by white 
men. nor at so Iriuiree; i loss from drowning. The 
aborigines employed by this gentleman were all 
under regular agreements for short terms, ut a 
Specified rale of wages and allowances, which 
were paid to ihem with scrupulous fidelity ; niul 
in every cose they faithfully fulfilled their en- 
gagements. When their terms expired many 
left, as may well be supposed, but there were 
always plenty of candidates to fill every vacancy, 
aslhe old hands almost invariably returned, after 
a short spell, truncating to be re-engaged. The 
sureess of this genllemun, as well as that of the 
officers of tho native police force, in Imining abo- 
riginal youths ut habits of military discipline 
and service, prove that the native race is not ta 
incapiiMc! of instruction in some of the simpler 
arts of life as is generally supposed- 
Only make them understand that they 
are working for it certain rLinuiieruliim, 
and udviinlagE! which faithful service for a 
fixed limited period will secure Hi thorn, nnd I 
see nn Teason to doubt that a number of them 
could be employed wiili manifest success on 
every sheep and cattle station in lire colony. 1 
do not mean to maintain llmt the emplovers of 
labour need look for any extensive relief from 
this source j but in the present emergency the 
owners or managers of stations, by the exer- 
cise of a little patience and care, could, in most 
cases, manage to get a few of ihcir Harks shrp- 
. herded by black fellows, nnd thus avoid, if they 
reaped no other jidvatila^c from the practice, 
running their sheep in the larpe masses, now 
commonly to he Hccn — a system Forced upon 
them at present from the scareity and dearne^s 
of labour ; but to which many, whose opinion 
u entitled to respect, nseribe the deterioration 
of the animal, which they pretend is going on, 
and its greater liability To disease. 

Th;u the aboriginal Australian is incapable of 
bcine, reclaimed to habits of induxlry may be 
very true in a general sense, alllff ugh I am 
afraid we have not gone the right way to work 
to effect his redemption from a pundy savage 
stale, Wc have counted too much on our own 
moral and phyHieal superiority, and imbibed an 
undue measure of contempt for the savages 
with whom we have been brought 
into eontaet, immindfai Ihnt they show 
powrrn and resources in the circum- 
tUhec* in which they were originally 
placed, which with proper management might 
be directed to the improvement of their original 
condition. But in requiring services ut their 
hands it is luo often the case to demand it is the 
lone uf a master to his slave, or in exacting it 
to treat them as scarcely human beings, whom 
wc may reward nr not. as our caprice or avarice 
dictates. Treatment like this has, 1 conceive, 
tort uften made labour distasteful to the black 
fellow, not so much for its own sake as tike un- 
certain remuneration and contempluous treat - 
mem which ho has in most fiatascea found to 
attend it. 

I'ruhaMy the aborigines eould nut be made 
by any training to perform creditably (he higher 
and more intricate kinds of labour, Inn that h 
little trouble and judicious treatment would 
mak' tlietn tolerable shepherds, as well an ca- 
pable of performing other liglit. and congenial 
bash employment, I have the strongest reasons 
for believing. But In make them so, sufficient 
inducements must be held out to them, nn.l, like 
other murtals. they must he justly treated and 
puunualty rewarded- When they' an 1 so, lie 
instances. I liave mentioned show that as shep- 
herds and hut-keepers, and in the washing -pool, 
they ran he made of eonsiilerjtble use. The 
great scarcity of labour in the interior renders 
the present it very fitting time Ui endeavour to 
ettend their usefulness in llip above ant! per-

CLERGYMEN'S STIPENDS. 
Th cAa fCdieor of th* hyifnrv Morning tterald. 
Sua, — .It is evident, bom the debite which took place 
upon Mr. Hnlden'i motintn for t Oimmittce to con- 
aider and report upon the best means of affording 
pecuniary assistance to clergymen, that groat difference 
of opinion prevail! amongat tho members of Council 
upon the question. In fact, upon a matter of such 
importance, it uould not bo expected that uniformity 
of ideas would maintain ; but whatever diveraity of 
ideas might be allowed on the principles of tho sub. 
jeet, ic wax surely not unreasonable to expsct that 
some consistency would have been eiliibited by those 
honourable members who, during the discussion on 
the motion, showed themselves as opposed to any 
measure for increasing tho clergymen's salaries from 
the public funds. It appears to me, however, that 
these aenllemen wholly ignored the increase which 
had elio.dvboen, made to the salaries of some Ho. 
vernruent omr-era, whose pay had been fixed and pro- 
vided for by the obnoxiouH schedules, and while pTO- 
feasing sympathy for the distressed ministers, calmly 
placed themselves in the far more distressing position 
of standing up to vindicate a principle after having on 
a previous occasion, of far leas general importance, 
voluntarily departed from it by supplementing th - 
schedules (as the honourable the Snlicitor-Ooneral 
said) in favour of Uovemment otneera. 

I can understand opposition to st motion on the 
broad ground of principle — even when anxiety and 
want might be brought to a large and respected trlaa. 
in canaeOjUence — but I cannot understand tirst a wil- 
ling surrender of principle upon slight expediency, 
and then a pertlnac loua adherence tn it when urgent 
necessity pleads sn excuse, which even eonauttency 
could scarce resist. 

The Constituent Assembly of Fran.ee contended for 
principle, when in the time nf the revolution they 
forcibly and at one fell blow took from ihe Church 
that property which the eve of tha Stale and the piety 
of individuals had bestowed upon it- In those timta 
the clergy were tho first to feel the effect arising from 
the I'nrrodWiou of prinriptn which ended in the 
puhlic renunciation of the Christian faith. I would 
not attempt to draw any simile, but what a pleasing 
rcftccticm this little circumstance must offer to the 
friends of civil and religions liberty i and net less

The people of Prussia 
may soon have to decide how long they are tn be 
governed by Russian agents, and drawn backwards or 
blindfold Into a Russian alliance- We believe that 
we can anticipate their answer, and that the Prince of 
Prusaia has anticipated that answer in a manner 
which does credit to his discernment and to hia per- 
sonal honour ; but, at the same time, public opinion 
In Germany, though strong, ia unrepresented ; — the 
Chanshera are prorogued, the press ia placed under 
severe control, and there ia no public sign of the in- 
tense feeling which prevails throughout the countrv 
at thia crista. Nevertheless, it ia mors to he desivoa 
that the pressure which must eventually determine 
tha course of policy of the Prussian Government In 
the direction prescribed by the nation should come 
from within than from without, for everything that 
the nation has moat reason to cherish and to hope for 
depends upon thia issue. 

It leeiOl, however, that the Prussian Government 
is mere euapiciou! of the designs of its neighbours 
than of the diicotttent of its own subjects? and that 
the announcement in the Afuniieur, that a camp of 
100,000 French troops is about to be formed et 
Boulogne and flt. Omcr, has given rile to real or 
aflected apprehensions at Berlin, If any State be en- 
titled tn regard such a demonstration in an unfavour- 
able point of view, it might be aaid tn concern our- 
selves far more than Prussia ; for Boulogne has not 
witnessed so great a gathering ainei: that whirl i was 
atsorabled in JBOfl for the invasion of this 
oountrv, and these Hoops will be arrayed 
within' sight of the clifft of England. The 
Government and the people of this country will, 
hnwevur. feel that it would be unworthy of us to en.

THE TOW.V AND FORT HESS OF CHONSTADT. 

{Frotn the lUuttroitd London .Vsies.) 
(^osnTiui, the " Malta of tlie Bailie," aa tho B.us- 
siana style it, ia a town, fortress, and port in the fjo- 
vcrnment of St, Petertbuhr.. from which! tilj it is 
thirty one mile, distant. It ia built at tho south-east 
extremity of Knthnol-Ostrof. an island in that part of 
tho Gulf of Finland, called the Bay of Cronxtadt, 
ahutii sixteen roue, from tho mnuth of the Neva, This

island, abed of chnlk. formerly 
Bat Island, by the Pinlanders. is seven miles In length, 
and about one mile in breadth. At the entrance of 
the harbour, on an island opposite the citadel, lies the 
castle or fortress of Cronichlott. bruit by Pelor the 
Ureal. This fortress and the injle bristle 
with guns, and the harbour itself is approach- 
able only fey one channel, which Is well de- 
fended. A late visitor says thst GOD heavy 
guns can he brought to bear on a vessel I vijiit at tho 
intjle. The passage between Orunaehlctt and Cron. 
atndt ia 2000 paces in width, and haa ample depth for 
the largest vessels, besides its importance aa the 
great naval atation of the lluasian licet, Crunatadt is 
the harbour of Sc. Petersburg. All vessels proceed, 
ina. to that po.rt arc searched here, and tlieir cars-oea 
Aenled , and auch as are too larue for the shallow 
waters of the Upper Neva unlond their cargoes at 
Cmnstadt, and transport them in a smaller craft. The 
chnnuol ia marltcd by stakes the whole way, and 
v.. .....]. built a! Petcrahurg- are ;■' .-.I on n "eamul, 14 

or kind of raft, by whicih their draught of water ia 
ksacutd one- half, and then floated, down the IVeva, 
and over its bar, nit which there is often only seven 
feet water. There are two navigable approaches lothe 
Nevaj the northern is hy nature dillleult, on account 
uf the sandbanks, and is laid to have heen m^de in. 
accessible lately liy linking vcaaeli tilled with stones 
in the channel, the southern arm, though 
nearly seven rents (about S.J tulles) broad, has an 
exceedingly narrow channel, clone to the island of 
Cronatadi, and ihii is enliUd, d by the guna on tho 
works. 

C.'nuistiidt, which is built in the form of an irretfulir 
triangle, ii strongly fortiHed on nil aides. It has thrEe 
harbi.urs. lyinit to the anuth of the town. Tho outer, 
or military harbour which is t utir.lv gnrrounuY-d by a 
niiaeiva and itrongly i.-irtni-.l mole, i* a rectangle 
strett:hing out into ilia sea, and is eapnhle of cuntaTn- 
ing, besitles smaller vessels, about thirty-live ships of 
tho line. It is now, however, so ahakow at hjw water, 
that tnany <if the ships are obliged tu anchor in (he 
middle harbour, which is properly intended for tha 
union out and repairing of vestals. It contains the 
slips, a powiicr mssanat, a manufactory of [litch, 
tar, stc. The thtTd, west, or innermost harbour, 
which haa space for BOO merchant v<meh>, and 
runs parallel with the middle harbour, admits 
only merchantmen, for which there ia besides an 
elcellent roadstead, immediately outside of the port, 
which is defended also hy the citadel, constructed oti 
a ruck in Ihe, middle uf tho aca of (Ji.injsLadt. All 
these harbtiurs are well secured ; but, in consequence 
of thLi freshness of the sea w:tter, no veaael can ho pre. 
served in them above twenty years. They are b.-sUea 
detained a great part of the year hj thn ice in the bay 
of (Jronatadt, which usually prevents vcnels from en. 
terinjr after the end of November, or leaving before 
tha end of April, or sometimes even later. For nearly 
&ii ui.mlha tlo. bay of Cronstadt ia as lifeless aa a de- 
sert ; the whole surface is then froiai to one solid 
level, broken only by three roads— ton- To St. Peccri. 
burg, one lo Oranaenbaum, and a third to Scalrabtk, 
lit IStU [he lummer icoaon commrjiired ou the 19th 
May, and ended on the 3fhh November. 

Vesaels are repaired and built in tfielurgc canal of 
Peter the fireat. whirh nuis directly into tho town 
between the middle and merchant* harbour. It is 
| £IG0 feet long, 36 wide, and 2t> deep . the side auut- 
J merits. He, are of solid maatinry. and it is illlcd with 
water by mentis of sluices, which ia again pumped out 
by steam engines. It was commenced in 1721, and 
iluished by JSlisnbeth, daughter of Peter the ijreat- j 
Mem it are the various docks, in which tea ships can I 
be repaired at oncei the. foundry, which supplies 
annually l itlu tona of bombs, balls, ajt ; the Admi- 
ralty rope-walk, tar-work», and ercelh-nt wet docks, 
l)y the new Catherine, canal, commenced in 178a, 
wliich roramunieates with the merchants' pdrt, nnd is 
1 &*0 !'..■: !.■:■!;. long, Covfrtiment veisela arc cnabted to 
tak<- Iheii stores, munition, ite.. directly from tho 
storehouses. The town, which, with its p-iLrrisrm con- 
tains about 10.(11)0 inhabitants, ia very regularly built, 
and contains many Hnc, atrnight, and well-paved 
streets, and several public anuores. The houses, how- 
ever, with the exception of those belonging tu the Ijo- 
vemment, are chiefly of one storey, and built of wood 
The e,ty haa three gates, and is divided into two parte 
—the commandant and Admiralty quarters, wi.kll arc 
subdiviiled inlo four districts. Between the Peter's 
and f'allterina e-anals ia the old Italkn palaci, huiit by 
Prince Menachikoff, who look tL.il island from the 
hwedt* in 1TS1, It ia at preient tictupied by the 
school lor pilots, a very excellent uutilutbn, which 
eontaioa too boya, from ten to seventeen years of age, 
all sons of naval officers. Hew thty are tarefully

There is a gTcal 
scarcity of lubour ; tlinnk Ihe squatters. There 
are three ships, with natives of India, expected 
about Christmas : the sqiiattorn again. And so 
we might go on with a list of charge* which 
have been launched at the heads of these unfor- 
tunate gentlemen, with ,omc of which they have 
as much to do as the " C'orsican tyrant'' had 
with the earthquakes and tbe bluebottle flies. 

When, speaking of the difficulty of obtaining 
small fatms, it is mure ingenious than ingenuou* 
to lead ]ienple lo believe that it is un the runs of 
squatters only l hat small farms are to be ob- 
tained. As was pointed out by Mr. Marsh, 
there pre immense tracts of country open for 
selection at once, and we shuuld like to see a 
lis I of the Crown [urn I- not in the squalling 
districts which tire still open for purchase. Such 
a list could be easily obtained, wc should sup- 
pose, from the StrWiMOii Qt*E»ui,*i Omce.and 
would show how unfounded is the cry Hist it is 
from the squatters alone that avails hie land 
can be obtained. 

This umong other point* deserves the atten- 
tion of the committee appointed on Tuesday 
evening, and we must express regret that in the 
ppnintmcnt uf that com- 
□ t;le squatter should ap- 
pear. We do nut think the dramatic caution of 
Mr. Mt'ltKAY was required, or in good taste; 
but a refusal of information always excites sus- 
picion and ill-will. Impartial inquiry should he 
rather courted by the squatters thun shunned.

the Art of Incorporation, 14 Vict., cap, 22. 

I. At the commeneenien I of the past year it was 
deemed expedient to apply towards the formation of a 
Library some portion of the money derived firjm the 
Endowment Fund, which had accumulated during the 
interval between tho Hrat grant to the Cniveraity and 
the arrival of the Professors and public opening of the 
Institution, 

With the view of carrytne this intention into effect 
a sum of £Wm' was transmitted to London, aeeom. 
panted by a bst Df the must appropriate work » in the 
several departments of literature and acienen. The 
greater portion of tlie books thus ordered have arrived 
in the colony, and the foundation has been laid of n 
library which in the character of ita contents, if not In 
the number nf its volume*, is superior, it ii believed 
to any other collection in these colonies, 

II. -An Act In enable the TTnWeraity to purchase 
from the sherr-hnlder* of the Sydnev College their title 
to the ground and buildings in Hyde Pork which are 
at present occupied by the University, waa introduced 
into Ihe legislative Council and paasad in the but 
■caalon. 

In accordance with tlie powers thus conferred the 
Senate have purchased from the pi^prietor. uf the 
alioveinentinned institution their respective shares to 
an extent amounting to i l V,d. : Some further outlay 
will have to be incurred to complete Ihe iranafir df 
the interest nf the wholo of the shareholders nf tho 
Kydneyl'rillege. A favourable condition annexed to this 
transfer of tho proprietary rights of the Sydney Col- 
lege to the University, is the appropriation by the 
latter of a bequest mode hy the late Solomon Levy 
Esq, By the will uf that gentleman, the aum of £500 
is directed to be invested, aiidthc income thereon ap- 
plied to the education at the Sydney College of or.

CnosuTAlit.— The following description of Cronstadt, 
given in a Berlin journal, although incomplete, is 
interesting at the present moment : — Crnnstadl is 
situated on the island of Koaline, at the eastern comer 
of the Finland Gulf. The island, about 1 i English 
miles long, and proportionately narrow, ia close to the 
mouth of the Neva, and may he regarded as the port 
of At. Petersburg, whence it is distant about 18 miles 
{English). The town, which owes its foundation to 
Peter tho Great, contains about 3n,000 inhabitants, and 
is intersected by the Peter and Catharine canals. On 
the northern aide of the ialand stand the powerful 
Alexander ramparts, ennstrueted of solid granite blocks 
ami armed with tho henvieat guna. On the southern 
flank of this is the harbour, the channel to which ia 
defended by the citadel, erected on a rocky foundation, 
and on tho opposite tide by the Kronslot forties*. 
Properly speaking, there exists three bar hours for 
ships of war within the island, with docks, aravnalXi 
building -yards, and so forth. A fourth and smsller 
harbour for mercantile Teasels likewise exists within 
the defences. The old Uenschikoff palace has long 
been converted into a fnundry, araenal, and school for 
pilots. The Mann.- Huapilal ia arranged for 2000 
patient*. In order to diminish danger that may occur 
rW Are, all wooden constructions have been pulled 
down and all supcrfiuoua stores removed.
